DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 29-39 are pending in the application. 

This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on 9/15/03. 

Response to Amendment 

The objection to claim 2 is moot in light of Applicant's cancellation of the claim. 

The rejection of claims 5-10 and 17-21 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 1 st paragraph is moot in light 
of Applicant's cancellation of the claims. 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 9, 10 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2 nd paragraph is moot in 
light of Applicant's cancellation of the claims. 

Newly added claims 36 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12 2 nd paragraph for reasons 
discussed below. 

Newly added claim 37 is objected to for reasons discussed below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 36 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 36 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. 
See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: selection of mouse ES cells that undergo 
homologous recombination.

The recitation of "pseudopregnant mouse gives birth" renders the claims indefinite 
because a pseudopregnant mouse cannot give birth. 



Claim 37 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 33. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim 
to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 
§ 706.03(k). 



Claims 29-35, 38 and 39 are allowable.
